Obviously, this Charles Scarburg, eldest son of Col. Edmund was a 
son of the first wife Mary, who was deceasedproir to July 14, 
1654 but the date of her death has not been found.

Captain Edmund Scarburg -(1617-1634/35) 

Edmund Scarburg, the emigrant to Virginia, baptized Dec. 29, 1584 
in N. Walsham Church, Norfolk County, Englend, was the son of Henry 
Scarburg (the Elder) and his wife Elisabeth, whose surname has not 
veen determined. ; 

Edmund Scarburg attended Mr. Brigg's Schodl, Norwich, England 
then admitted sizar at Caius College, April 15, 1602. He probably 
studied Law at one of the Inns of Court where, according to his 
father's will, he was to remain tntil he had teked "the Degree of 
Barester," 

Edmund Searburg end wife Hannah (Butler,), were living in the p 
Parish of St. Martin's-in-the Field, Middlesex Co., England, where 
four children were baptized, viz! 

Charles, eldest son, baptized Dec. 29, 1615, Admitted 

to Caius College, Mar, 4, 1632/33. Member of the Royal 

College of Physicians(London), attended Charles II, Knighted 
dug. 15, 1660, Married Mary Daniels whom he had issue, 

Died at Cranford(Middiesex) Feb. 26, 1693. SBurried in the Chure 
Edmund, second son, baptized Oct. 2,161%. He is the emigrant 
ancestor of the Scarburg family of Accomack end Northampton 

on the Eestern Shore of Virginia. 

Rodolphus, baptized Aug. 2, 1620, burried Feb. 27, 1622/23. 


Hannah, baptized Dec, 13, 1622, burtred in the above church 
on Jan, 14, 1623. 


While date of Edmund and Hannah Scarburg!'s Arrival in Virginia 


is not know, he must have established residence on the Eastern Shore 
(Va.) for some time prior to the appointment in March, 1629430 as 


Burgess for Accomack. 


Edmund Scarburg 

From 1656 to 1666 he was Surveyor-General of Virginia, being 
ecomissioned for life in 1666. He wis & wealthy land owner, planter, 
owner of many ships which plied between Virginia, New England, Hollend 
England, the West Indies and other sea ports. He also employed tanners 
for his shoe industry, wood-cutters, coppers, carpenters, teilore,and 
men to assist in salt-making for the use of the inhebitents of Accomack 
and Northampton Counties. 

Col. Edmund Scarhurg married (1) Mary - whose surname has not been 
determined. This marriage took place probebly about 1637-28, but the 
first patent in which Mery is mentioned as wife of Edmund Scearburg, is 
dated August 3, 1640 (included 100 acres for his om personal adventure 
and that of his wife, Mary.) 

Col. Edmund Searburg and his first wife, Mary,(above), were the 
parents of the following children, >orn in Virginia: 

A. Tabithe, born abott 1639- died 1717/8. Merried (1)John Smart.

Married (2) Deverax Browne.

Edmund Scarburg 


Two daughters were born in Virginia: Hannah Scarburg, who married 
John Wise of Clifton, and Catherine Scarbutg, who was the wife of 
Rendall Revell of Somerset County, Maryland, 

In September, 1632, as Gaptain Edmund Scarburg, he was one of the 
Gommissionere for the Plantation of Acchawmacke, member of the Council 
and General Assembly ( Va) in 1631-1633. He died instate at Accomack 
between his last eppearance in court records(April, 1634), and Proir to 
January 9, 1635 when an entry recorded that Hanneh Secarburg, widow, sol 
cattle to Captain Thomas Graves. It was witnessed by Edmund Scarburg, 
her son. 

It is belived that Fdmund Scarburg wes the only son to accompany 
his parents to Virginia. He is mentioned in Accomack records on Merch 
20, 1633/34, at which time he signed as a witness whenn his father 
(Capt. Edmund) sold two wild cows to John Harlow. 

On November 28, 1634, Edmund Scarburg wes granted to hundred acre 
in Accomack on Maggitye Baye, of which fifty acrew Yere due him in 
right of his late fathe~, Captain Edmund Scarburg, fifty acrew for his 
own personal adventure, a similar amount for the personel adventure 
of his mother, Hannah Scarburg, plus fifty acres due him for the 
transfortation (at his 6wn charge and cost) of @ former servant, Robert 
Butter. (Butler, Buttons). 

Ed@und Scarburg was Burgess for Nothhampton County, Mareh 4, 1642/3 
1644/5, Speaker, March 29, 1645, Burgess, November 3, 1647, and 
appointed (with Nathiniel Littleton) on October 12, 1648, to 
coblect (the levye" of Northampton County. Also Burgess, March 13 


1659/60, member of the countil and Assembly (1653, 1655/6, 1659/60, 
he was recorded Burgess for Accomack County.
